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Russians Restive 
On New Problems 

LONDON, IVIay 17 (U,P.)— A Moscow dispatch said today that 
it haH become apparent in the Soviet capital that the woraeti- 
inff political situation in Europe requires immediate atten- 
tion on the "highest level." 

The dispatch, apparently heavily censored, indicated Russia 
13 inclining to belief the allied big three should meet in the 
near future to iron out pressing European problcmH. 

President Truman and Prime Minister Churchill publicly 
have expressed the hope and the need for such a meeting, but 
Stalin has remained silent. 

Dispute over occupation 
and possession of Trieste is 
the latest and perhaps moat 
acute of the European prob- 
lems to plague the allies. 

The Polish problem still is 
unsolved and the situation in 
the Balkans calls for clarifi- 
cation.

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CENSORING ATROCITIES 
The Motion Picture Producers and Distribu- 
tors association, better nnd more briefly 
known as the Hays otilce. has a code ot mor- 
als for movje entertainment. The code la 
concerned with such ihlnga as the cut of 
Miss Jane Hussell's movie gowns or the flavor 
of Mr. Humphrey Bogart's movie dialogue. 
It seta the pattern by which all but one of 
the major studios tailor their product. 

Currently there, is a controversy between 
the Hays office and Irvln Shapiro, producer 
of a documentary film called "Wo Accuse." 
This Is a film record of the Kharkov trial of 
nazi criminals, complete with evidence of 
their crimes. The controversy was over whe- 
ther such a picture should be made to fit 
the pattern of the production code. 

The Hays office has pointed out that the 
hour-long film shows D7 separate scenes of 
atrocity victims, and that some of these 
scenes arc repeated. It takes umbrage at a 
spoken line represented as expressing the 
nazls" attitude toward Russian civilians: 
'■Let them bury their own dead and be 
damned." (Except in rare Instances, dialogue 
which includes such words as hell or damn 
doesn't get the code seal of approval.) 

So the code seal has not been granted "Wo 
Accuse" In Its present form. This means that 
Mr. Shapiro can't show It In theaters con- 
trolled by MPPDA members— which arc most 
of the country's loading movie houses. Mr. 
Shapiro says he will booh the unaltered film 
In independent theaters. 

Probably the Hays office can make a good 
case for Itself and its Inflexible code, which 
l3 designed to see that movie entertainment 
Is harmless to morals and delicate tastes. It 
might say that there is enough unpleasant- 
ness in the world without showing it on the 
screen, nnd that swear words and certainly 
jstrong doses of war's atrocities are not lor 
movlc-golng women and children. And we 
might agree part way. 

Certainly we don't think atrocity pictures 
are pleasant sights for anyone. But we arc 
convinced that they happened, and to women 
and children as decent and innocent as the 
movie-goers whom the production code pro- 
tects. And wo don't think the Hays-office pol- 
icy of bland Innocuousncss should suppress 
any documentary evidence against the enemy 
whom we have Just defeated. 

Newspapers and newsrecls (which don't 
come under the Hays office Jurisdiction) have 
not dodged the unpleasant duty ot picturing 
that evidence, evidence so important that 
General Elsenhower summoned congress- 
men and editors to Germany to see a Email 
sample lor themselves. 

It would be easier and plcasanter to forget 
it all and not scar our own and our children's 
minds with remembrance. But it might bo 
iata). Bo we do not think that young or old 
should bo Impeded from exposing themselves 
to the lull Impact of thia war's record of hor- 
rors. 




BRITAIN EYES V. S. A. 

Experts from London are now in New York 
making a comprehensive canvass of poten- 
tial American cuatomers. They have let It bo 
known that British manufacturers, exporters 
and advertising agencies are making plans 
for the first time In history to get a largo 
share o! the consumers' market In the U. S. A. 

Of course the English have always sent 
goods here. Previously these effqrts have been 
sporadic or made by individual concerns. The 
new move is a concerted campaign and has 
the support of many of our wholesalers and 
retailers. London hopes to send us leather ar- 
ticles, Irish linens, woolens, cotton textiles, 
china and gloss. 

Regardless of what congress may do about 
lowering the tariff, the British are deter- 
mined to make American housewives familiar 
with their offerings. U. S, importers welcome 
the deveiopmeat; it will help fill depleted 
store shelves everywhere. 

The British say that hereafter they must 
"export or die," as they have Jost most of their 
foreign Investments which before the war 
provided them with an ample income. They 
maintain that It U to thp interest of th(( 
Unlt«d States to help them regain their fi- 
nancial strength, because an economically 
sound United Kingdom will be a bulwark 
against the radical Ideas now sweeping over 
such a largo part of Europe. ■
